In response to requests for further information and comment on Southern Pacific's 
announcement, President McDonald held a conference with representatives of ail 
newspapers and press associations in San Francisco July 19. 


San Francisco was announced July 13 by 
President A. D. McDonald. 

Mr. McDonald's announcement fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Hale Holden, chairman, after 
32 years of continuous railroad service, 
has retired from active service under the 
pension rules of the Company. 

“In anticipation of Mr, Holden's re- 
titement, the executive committee has had 
under consideration for more than a year 
changes that should be made in the 
executive organization of the Company, 
and after intensive study, particularly 
during the past six months, reached the 
conclusion that the headquarters of the 
board of directors and of the executive 
committee should be removed from New 
York City to San Francisco, the center of 
its Pacific Coast operations. Accordingly, 
the committee sought the services of out- 
standing business executives of California 
having large general experience to serve 
as members of the board of directors and 
of the new executive committee, which, 
subject to the board of directors, will 
have full managing and governing power 
to administer the company’s affairs, with 
the result that the following named gen- 
tlemen have consented to serve: 

“Mr. Allen L. Chickering, senior part- 


“Mr. Stuart L. Rawlings, of San Fran- 
cisco, retired mining engineer and di- 
rector of various industrial and utility 
corporations; é 

“Mr. V. H. Rossetti, president, The 
Farmers & Merchants National Bank of 
Los Angeles. 

“At a meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors July 13 the following changes in the 
management of the Company's affairs 
were approved: 

“Mr. Hale Holden, Mr. George E. 


Roosevelt, Mr. Deering Howe and Mr. 
W. F. Bull have resigned as directors 
and the above-named western representa- 
tives were elected to succeed them. 

“The members of the former executive 
committee, namely, Mr. Malcolm P. 
Aldrich, Mr. Cleveland E. Dodge, Mr. 
Walter Douglas, Mr. Edward. S. Hark- 
ness, Mr, Wm. De Forest Manice and 
Mr. Jackson E. Reynolds, have resigned 
as members of the committee but will 
continue to serve as directors. The four 
newly elected directors, with Mr. C. E, 
Perkins of Santa Barbara, and Mr. A. D. 
McDonald, president, were elected to 
constitute the new executive committee. 

“The office of Chairman has been dis- 
continued, and the duties and authority 
of that office have been transferred to Mr. 
A.D. McDonald, president, who, subject 
to the board of directors and the execu- 
tive committee, will have general control 
of the Company's business, with head- 
quarters in San Francisco. 

“The offices of Mr. Ben C. Dey, gen- 
eral counsel, and Mr, W. F. Bull, secre- 
tary, will be transferred from New York 
City to San Francisco. 

“In order to facilitate the handling of 
certain corporate Anancial work, the pay- 
ment of interest on bonds and the trans- 
fer of stock, the offices of Mr, John G. 
Walsh, vice president in charge of finance, 
Mr, F. Van Note, controller, and Mr. J. 
A. Simpson, treasurer, will be continued. 
in New York City. Under the direction 
of the president, Mr. Walsh will have 
charge of the Company's general office at 
165 Broadway, New York City. 

“All other officers will be continued in 
their present positions at their present 
headquarters.” 


ACCLAIM FROM THE PRESS 


*¢ AFTER nearly forty years with its 
main office in New York, Southern 
Pacific has come home to the West,” 
President A. D. McDonald told news- 
Paper representatives at a press confer- 
eace in the San Francisco general office 
July 19, following his return from New 
York, where a few days earlier the Com- 
pany's board of directors had voted 
to move the headquarters of the board 
and of the executive committee to San 
Francisco. 
The conference was most informal and 
lasted an hour, with the reporters re- 
ceiving prompt and direct answers to 


their many and varied questions. To one 
comment that Southern Pacific's move 
was somewhat like the return home of 
the prodigal son, Mr. McDonald smil- 
ingly observed, “We hope the greeting 
will be motherlike and not fatherlike 
with a spanking,” 

The President knew, of course, there 
was no need for apprehension on this 
point, for the first announcement of the 
Company's decision was greeted’ with 
Spontaneous editorial exclamations .of 
“Welcome Home” in newspapers 
throughout the Pacific Coast - région. 


Those very words ovet the San Francisco 
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Call-Bulletin’s editorial were expressed 
also in the Oakland Tribune, Stockton 
Record, Portland Oregonian, San Jose 
Mercury Herald, Salem Capital Journal, 
San Francisco Daily Commercial News, 
and Medford Mail-Tribune, while the 
same cordial greeting was voiced by 
dozens of other editorial and financial 
writers in commenting on the business- 
like strategy of the Company in returning 
its headquarters to its seat of railroad 
operations. ° 
In San Francisco the announcement re- 
ceived generous praise. “We would be 
less than human if we were not gratified 
by this recognition of our city by one of 
the great transportation companies of the 
United States,” said the Chronicle. “A 
logical step to advance of the West,” ob- 
served the Examiner, and its financial 
editor said: “Local shippers without ex- 
ception had nothing but laudatory com- 
ment for Southern Pacific’s decision.” 
“San Francisco is honored and gratified 
that Southern Pacific is returning its main 
offices to this city... . It is only natural 
that San Francisco, where this railroad 
was pioneered in a vision of long ago, 
should be the permanent headquarters 
s” added the Call-Bulletin. The 
Daily Commercial News said: “This is 
the most important announcement that 
could have been made in the interest of 
San Francisco and, in fact, all of Cali- 
fornia. . . . It means that control of 
finances, policies and other important 
factors will hereafter be handled from 
a location in the very heart of the vast 
territory served by Southern Pacific.” 


Gain for Entire West 

That the move is likewise a tribute to 
the entire Pacific Coast region is the 
opinion of other editorial writers. Said 
the Los Angeles Times; ... A recogni- 
tion of the increasing importance of the 
Pacific Coast, and of the fact that the 
Southern Pacific is a western railroad.” 
In Portland the Oregonian commented: 
“The S. P. comes home. . . . Out here we 
receive the news with gratification. . . . 
Under the new arrangement the directors 
and officials will look down from their 
windows in San Francisco upon the real 
operating center of the system. ...""; and 
the News-Telegram added: ‘Portland 
joins with other western cities in rejotc- 
ing at Southern Pacific's action. . . . 
striking evidence of the West's rapidly 
increasing importance as a commercial 
and financial center.” “Western railroad- 
ing gains additional prestige by this 
move," said the Reno Gazette, adding 
that, “Southern Pacific has returned to 
the land of its origin.” “The transfer... 
is as gratifying to Sacramento, in whose 
life the Southern Pacific plays an impor- 
tant part, as it is to San Francisco,” com- 
mented the Sacramento Union; and the 
San Jose News added: “The change is a 
compliment, not only to San Francisco 
but to the entire West Coast.” 

There was, likewise, general satisfac. 
tion over the selection of four westerners 


ENDS NOTABLE RAIL 


ETIREMENT of Chairman Hale 

Holden brings to a close a career 
as a railroad executive that gained for 
him distinguished recognition in trans- 
portation and business circles through- 
out the nation. 

In addition to his offictal capacities, 
first with the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy and then with Southern Pacific, 
Mc. Holden served as chairman of vari- 
ous committees of executives in the han- 
dling of subjects affecting the entire rail- 
toad industry during the World War and 
post-war periods, and was regional di- 
rector of the Central Western Region 
during Federal Control. 

The following from the Houston 
Press ts typical of many newspaper com- 
ments regarding Mr. Holden's career and 
fetirement: “Although he was one of the 
few men who rose to head a railroad who 
did not work up through the operating 
end, he was known in the industry as an 
outstanding railroad administrator. His 
intimate knowledge of railroad financing, 
plus the fact that he was a keen student 
of physical conditions, combined to make 
Mr. Holden a most valuable member of 
Southern Pacific's executive personnel. 
He helped guide this institution through 
a most difficult period in its history.” 

He was born in Kansas City in August 
1869, and following graduation from 
Williams College and Harvard Law 
School began the practice of law in 
Kansas City in 1893, where he became 
a member of the jocal law firm that 
represented the Burlington lines. In July 
1907 he was appointed general attorney 
for the Burlington with headquarters in 
Chicago, and during the three years he 
served in that capacity he represented the 
railroad in some of the most important 
rate cases ever heard by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

In January 1910 he was appointed as- 
sistant to the president of the Burlington 
and two years later was elected vice presi- 
dent and a director. He became president 
of that road in August 1914 and also 
president of the Colorado & Southern. It 
was during this period that he was 
chosen to preside over a conference of 
failroad presidents in Washington, D. C., 
and to serve as chairman of the committee

of executives who presented the railroads’ 
opinion to President Woodrow Wilson. 

When the railroads of the country or- 
ganized the Railroads’ War Board to 
unify their operations as a single con- 
tinental system in the spring of 1917, 
Mr. Holden became one of the five mem- 
bers of that board. A few months later he 
became a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee to the U. S. Director General of 
Railroads, and was named director of the 
Central Westetn Region of the Railroad 
Administration in June, 1918. 

At the termination of Federal Control, 
Mr. Holden retuined to the presidency 
of the Burlington and the Colorado & 
Southern, which positions he resigned to 
become chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of Southern Pacific Company in 
January 1929. When Henry W. deForest 
retired as chairman of the board of di- 
rectors in August 1932, Mr. Holden was 
elected to the newly created position of 
chairman, Southern Pacific Company. 

For a period during 1922-24, Mr. 
Holden was chairman of the executive 
committee of the Association of Railway 
Executives, the functions of which or- 
ganization are now carried on by the As- 
sociation of American Railroads.

Tribute to Directors 


“The three San Franciscans (Directors 
Chickering, Black and Rawlings) who 
bring new blood to the Southern Pacific 
are outstanding in the business world 
here,” noted the San Francisco Chronicle, 
proudly commenting that, San Francisco 


is big enough and important enough for 
the headquarters of the Company, and 
San Francisco men are big enough for the 
Company's executive committee"; while 
the Los Angeles Examiner applauded 
the election of Director Rossetti by listing 
the numerous industrial and civic enter- 
ptises with which he is associated, ex- 
plaining that “Mr. Rossetti is noted for 
the wide measure of responsibilities he 
has assumed in addition to his exacting 
bank duties.” 

“The recent transfer of control of the 
Southern Pacific to a new executive com- 
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mittee preponderantly Californian in 
personnel and viewpoint, is a wise, 
logical and practical step sure to react 
favorably on the affairs of the line and 
the country which it serves,” said both 
the Los Angeles and San Francisco 
Examiner. “The reorganization brought 
four prominent Californians into the 
higher command. .. . The line's president 
is also a Californian. . .. They will con- 
tribute a rich store of experience, sta- 
bility, ability and energy to bear on the 
fiscal problems that face the progress of 
tail transportation as a whole, and, 
specifically in this case, the Southern 
Pacific's own future as a major factor in 
the advance of the West. Railroad history 
in the past generation has been one of 
dramatic crises intimately related with 
the financial structure of the nation as a 
whole. Equally dramatic and heartening 
have been the railroads’ awakening to 
keep pace with the most modern and 
rapid developments in communication 
and transportation. To continue this pace 
means new blood, fresh ideas, ceaseless 
improvement; it also demands solidity 
and skill in the handling of economic 
factors. The Southern Pacific is to be 
congratulated on its new leaders, who are 
men well tested and proved in similar 
and equally important tasks.” 
“Administration of the great railroad 
by westerners,” observed the Sacramento 
Union,” is expected to be of great benefit 
to western shippers. It will place a new 
emphasis on the road’s policies . . . 
which the West cannot but approve.” 
“The shift, among other things, brings 
Ben C. Dey, general counsel and former

Portland attorney for the company in 
this area, back to the West," observed 
the Salem Capital Journal, also the 
Portland Oregonian and the Journal, and 
Medford Mail-Tribune noted with ap- 
proval that the move brings Mr. Dey, 
also a member of the board of directors, 
“that much nearer his home town,” 

Said the Portland News-Telegram: 
“Congratulations are in order on the wise 
selection of four outstanding business- 
men of the West... . They know the 
West and its problems and have the 
knowledge and experience to give wise 
counsel in the management of the rail- 
road. Southern Pacific now becomes first 
of the nation’s big railroad systems to 
have headquarters on the Pacific Coast.” 
Lauding the “shift of Southern Pacific's 
‘control room’ from the Far East to the 
Far West, the Portland Journal expressed 
the belief that “the Coast and the rail- 
road stand to profit mutually because of 
this centralization.” 

“Pomona and every other section of the 
Pacific Coast have reason to rejoice in the 
announcement,” said the Pomona Prog- 
ress-Bulletin, “Possibly never before in 
the history of Southern Pacific has a 
move been made by the company of more 
significance to the future welfare of 
Southern California, Transportation is 
still the key to progress and develop- 
ment. The four new directors are busi- 
ness executives of well known ability and 
have personal knowledge of the needs of 
California. They should be in a position 
to direct the operations of S. P. in such 
a way as to promote to a marked degree 
the progress of this state.” 
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Southern Pacific's colorful, historic 
background in pioneering the develop- 
ment of the virgin West during the ’60's 
and ‘70's was frequently called to mind 
by the editorial -writers. “Southern Pa- 
cific is, of course, the West's own rail- 
road,” said the Reno Gazette, “the first 
to reach out from the Pacific Coast to 
join the eastern roads at Promontory . . . 
the inspiration of four citizens of Cali- 
fornia (Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins 
and Crocker). One of the greatest lines. 
of the country has sprung up as a result. 
of their vision ia the days when rail- 
roading was a guess and its success a 
matter of speculation.” 


West's Pioneer Railroad 


“California, where the Central Pacific 
and Southern Pacific railroad systems 
were cradled and carried to completion 
by western men, is to become Southern 
Pacific headquarters once more... in a 
fogical program .. . of gratification to the 
state generally,” commented the Stockton 
Record; while the Bakersfield Californian 
observed: “Transfer of the executive of- 
fices of the Southern Pacific Company... 
is a compliment to California. It is one, 
however, that is not undeserved. Its 
name implies the close connection of this 
railroad with the West, and its entire his- 
tory is woven into the development of 
California and the enterprise of Cali- 
fornians in creating and developing the 
railroad. . . . The far-seecing men who 
conceived the project of rail connection 
between the East and West little dreamed 
that it began an era in national progress

NEW COMMITTEE IS ALL-WESTERN 


Messrs. Chickering, Black, Rawlings, Rossetti, 
Perkins and McDonald Comprise Governing Body 


OUTHERN PACIFIC'S new execu- 

tive committee is all-Western in its 
membership. The six directors compris- 
ing the group are all residents of Cali- 
fornia. Two were born in Nevada, two 
in California, one in Illinois and one in 
Towa, 

Allen L. Chickering was born in Oak- 
Jand, September 20, 1877, and has spent 
his entire life in the San Francisco Bay 
region. James B. Black was born in Syca- 
more, Illinois, May 6, 1890, and came to 
California as a boy. Stuart L. Rawlings 
and V. H. Rossetti were both born in Vir- 
ginia City, Nevada; Mr. Rawlings on 
April 12, 1875, and Mr. Rossetti on 
February 19, 1877. C. E. Perkins was 
born in Burlington, Iowa, February 21, 
1881; and President McDonald in Oak- 
Jand on April 14, 1878. 

The acquaiatanceship of Mr. Chicker- 
ing and Mr. Rawlings dates back to their 
high school days in Oakland, and later at 
the University of California, where Mr. 
Chickering graduated. in 1898 and Mr. 
Rawlings in 1899. 

After receiving his degree at Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Chickering continued his 
education at Harvard, where he attended 
the Law School for two years. Then he 
returned home and completed his study 
at Hastings College in San Francisco, 
graduating in 1901, since which time he 
has practiced in San Francisco. D 
his career he has extended his acti 
to numerous industrial and utility enter- 
prises, and has become widely recognized 
as a business lawyer and adviser. In addi- 
tion to his legal practice as member of the 
firrn of Chickering & Gregory, he is presi- 
dent of the Standard Pacific Gas Line, 
Inc.; vice president and director of San 
Diego Consolidated Gas & Electric Co.; 
director and member of the executive 
committee of Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
and Pacifi¢ Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
also a director of the Caterpillar Tractor 


Co, and numerous other industrial firms. 
Mr. Rawlings graduated from Cali- 
fornia as a mining engineer. His profes- 
sion kept him in Mexico for about 
fourteen years during the early part of his 
career, and he speaks, reads and writes 
the language fluently. In 1906 he became 
manager of the San Luis Mining Com- 
pany in Durango, Mexico. During 1913- 
1917 he was a mining consultant and 
from 1917 to 1921 was general man- 
ager of the Cerro de Pasco Copper Corp. 
at Lima, Peru, one of the largest mines 
in the world. FoHowing his return to 
California he assisted in organizing the 
Calaveras Cement Company and became 
vice president of that enterprise in 1922. 
He was active in the company’s manage- 
ment until 1936, and is still a director. 
In addition to his own business activities, 
Mr. Rawlings is director of a number of 
other companies and institutions, includ- 
ing the Bank of California, Pacific Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., and Home Fire 
& Marine Insurance Co. In 1934 he be- 
came chairman of the Industrial Com- 
mittee of the Federal Reserve Bank in 
San Francisco. During 1933-38 he was 
active in San Francisco civic affairs as a 
director of the Chamber of Commerce 
and member of other business groups. 
Mr. Black received his early education 
at Lick School, a technical preparatory 
school in San Francisco. From there he 
went to the University of California, 
graduating in 1912 as a mechanical en- 
gineer. On leaving college he was em- 
ployed as an inspector for the Great 
Western Power Company in San Fran- 
cisco. He advanced rapidly through 
successive appointments as general agent, 
acting manager of the San Francisco Di- 
vision, general sales manager, and gen- 
eral manager, In 1922 he was elected vice 
president and general manager. Then fol- 
lowed vice presidency of the Western 
Power Corporation in 1926, and vice 


president of the North American Com- 
pany in 1927 with headquarters in New 
York. He returned to San Francisco in 
November, 1935, to succeed the late A. F. 
Hockenbeamer as president of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company. He is also a 
director of the Home Fire & Marine In- 
surance Co. and the Del Monte Properties 
Company. 

Mr. Rossetti received his early educa- 
tion in the public schools of Virginia 
City and through the American Insti- 
tute of Banking. Just recently he ob- 
served the forty-fifth anniversary of his 
entry into the banking field, starting in 
the old Wells Fargo Bank in San Fran- 
cisco as a messenger boy. Always an 
ardent student of finance and economics, 
he advanced rapidly through virtually 
every department of the San Francisco 
institution, now the Wells Fargo Bank & 
Union Trust Company. Twenty-eight 
years ago he became cashier of the bank 
of which he is now president—The Farm- 
ers and Merchants National Bank of Los 
Angeles—oldest financial institution in 
that city. He speaks of the employes of 
his bank as his “other family" and is 
deeply interested in helping young men 
and women trying to get ahead. Aside 
from his banking interests, Mr. Rossetti 
gives much time to civic affairs and or- 
ganizations, He is president of the Los 
Angeles Clearing House Assn., director of 
the Los Angeles Branch of the San Fran- 
cisco Federal Reserve Bank, Southern 
California Telephone Co., Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern California, the 
Los Angeles Orthopaedic Hospital, and 
numerous other organizations. 

Mr. Perkins comes from a railroad 
family and, like his father, was one time 
president of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy. He attended the public schools 
of Burlington, Jowa, and then went to 
Milton Academy, Milton, Mass. From 
there he entered Harvard, graduating in

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1904, In 1914 he became a director of the 
CB&Q, and during the years 1918-1921 
was vice president and president, con- 
tinuing as a director until 1928. During 
this time he was also director of the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company. He 
was co-receiver of the Uruguay RR & 
Brazil Land, Cattle & Packing Company 
during 1914-1921, and became president 
of the Boston Cattle Company of Brazil 
in 1921, which position he still holds. 
He was elected a director of Southern 
Pacific Company in April, 1929. In addi- 
tion to his railroad and other business 
activities, Mr. Perkins is engaged in the 
operation of his Alisal Ranch north of 
Santa Barbara, and is interested in cattle 
ranches in Wyoming and Montana. 

The five directors who serve with 
President McDonald on the executive 
committee find time from their many 
business affairs for a variety of civic, cul- 
tural or recreational activities. Both Mr. 
Chickering and Mr. Rawlings enjoy 
getting into the mountains and both are 
fond of hunting and fishing. Mr. Chicker- 
ing has the home at Soda Springs, near the 
Sierra Summit, once owned by Mark 
Hopkins, one of the “Big Four" founders 
of SP. Mr. Rawlings’ favorite fishing 
streams are in Oregon, and in hunting he 
prefers ducks. Mr, Chickering is an 


authority on the subject of California 
wild flowers and is chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Rancho Santa Ana 
Botanic Garden, He grows numerous 
varieties at his Piedmont and Soda 
Springs homes and has an exhibit in the 
Hall of Flowers at the San Francisco Ex- 
position. Also Mr. Chickering is an 
ardent student of California history. He 
is a long-time member of the California 
Historical Society and is president of 
that organization. Mr. Chickering and 
Mr. Rawlings are directors of the Golden 
Gate International Exposition, and Mr. 
Rawlings is a trustee of Stanford Uni- 
versity. Mr. Black is 2 member of the 
Board of Management of the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition, a member of the 
Exposition’s board of directors, and is 
chairman of its finance committee. He is 
also a member of the board of trustees 
of the California Palace of the Legion of 
Honor. Mr. Rossetti also devotes con- 
siderable time to civic activities, and his 
favorite hobby is horseback riding. In 
addition to his interests in breeding and 
raising horses, Mr. Perkins still maintains 
close association with his alma mater as a 
member of the Board of Overseers of 
Harvard University. Also, he is a trustee 
of President Roosevelt’s National Founda- 
tion for the Relief of Infantile Paralysis. 


TTENDANCE at the San Francisco 
Exposition moved into high gear 
during July with more than a million and 
a half paid admissions, an increase of 
60% over June, indicating that Treasure 
Island has come into its own as the mecca 
for what is probably the greatest caval- 
cade of tourists and vacationists the West 
has ever seen. Total attendance to date 
through July 31 was 5,896,533. 

August promises to bring even greater 
crowds. Indications are that the tourist 
and vacation movement has nowhere 
reached its peak, and residents of nearby

in which the Pacific area was to con- 
tribute so largely. The interior valleys of 
this state alone owed their advance to 
rail transportation and it continues to be 
a source of support for the railroad as 
the railroad aids the agriculturists of 
California in marketing their enormous 
harvest of commodities . . . in these days 
of rapid communication the advantage of 
being at the strategic center of business 
activity is geographical, and San Fran- 
cisco meets this need in the affairs of the 
Southern Pacific.” 

“Thus is the heart of a great trans- 
portation system, an institution born and 
developed in the West, from which it has 
received its life blood, returned to its 
proper place in direct contact with the 
people it serves," said the Salem Capital 
Journal, “Oregon joins the rest of the 
West in the homecoming welcome.” 

The San Francisco News took occasion 
to remind its readers of the “vast indus- 
try this railroad operates. Just in the San 
Francisco Bay area, the S. P. employs 
more than 12,000 persons and distributes 
more than 22 million dolats a year in 
payrolls. It is a tremendous factor in 
Bay Area stability.” Similar observa- 
tion was made by the Sacramento Union 
in speculating as to “what the change in 
policy may mean to Sacramento,” adding 
that “the S. P. is the biggest single pri- 
vate employer of labor in this city, now 
carrying between 3000 and 4000 men on 
its payrolls here—a figure which rises to 
6000 during peak periods,”

American Travelers Getting Re-Acquainted 
With Train Comforts During Exposition Year 


HE heaviest vacation and tourist 
travel season in many, many years is 
now being enjoyed by Southern Pacific! 
It's not the biggest from a revenue 
standpoint, by far, for railroad fares are 
exceptionally low; but the volume of 
business is of such proportions as to 
gladden the heart of any railroader. 

Transcontinental and interline traffic 
is booming with al] trains carrying either 
capacity or near-capacity loads; and local 
travel between Pacific Coast points is at 
a high peak, as evidenced by the daily 
performance of the popular Daylight 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
This streamliner continues to be Ameri- 
ca’s most heavily patronized long-distance 
coach train. It has been necessary to 
operate a second section of the train 
every day in July, and often a third sec- 
tion. Nearly 46,000 persons rode the 
Daylight, or one of its sections, during 
June, and the figure for July will be much 
larger. 

Never have train travelers been offered 
such bargains in fares, comforts, con- 
veniences, variety of accommodations to 
fit either Iuxury or economy tastes, and 
general all around fine type of friendly, 
personal service. And, as true American 
bargain hunters, they've been quick to 
take advantage of these attractive offers. 

Of course, this is an Exposition Year 
with big shows at San Francisco and New 
York, and it was naturally expected that 
travel to and from the Pacific Coast 
would be unusually heavy, but public 
response to train travel so far this year 
has exceeded the most hopeful predic- 
tions. 

This situation is mighty healthy not 
only from the standpoint of this year’s 
business and the increased employment it 
has brought in so many classes of railroad 
service, but for future business as well. 
Hundreds of persons are now using the 
trains for the first time in years, They're 
getting re-acquainted with railroad travel, 
its safety, its air-conditioned comfort, its 
dependability, its dollars-and-cents econo- 


my, and its absence of wear-and-tear on 
nerves. And when the opportunity comes 
for these new railroad acquaintances to 
travel again many of them will go back to 
the trains for their Iong and short trips, 
leaving the family automobile in the 
garage at home and let the engineer do 
the driving for them. 

Southern Pacific's aggressive adver- 
tising campaign has been an important 
factor in re-selling the railroad to this 
particular travel group. The Passenger 
Department hitched all its advertising 
this year to the Exposition star, The 
opening blast was a series of color pages 
in seven national magazines. This was 
more color advertising than SP had ever 
used before. Space cost for the series was 
over $50,000. The color ads were fol- 
lowed by half-pages, and the magazine 
advertising was supplemented by space 
in newspapers of 17 eastern and mid- 
western cities. 

Response to the advertising was elec- 
trifying. When the campaign got up 
steam, inquiries poured into the Chicago 
office in a mounting flood. Geared to 
handle a maximum of 5000 inquiries a 
month, the staff of that office had to be 
materially increased to handle 27,275 in- 
quiries in February and 35,855 in March. 
Up to the end of June 84,371 inquiries 
had been received at the Chicago office. 

While the Chicago office received 
most of the inquiries, the other eastern 
agencies were likewise swamped with 
fequests coming to them direct, Every- 
where it was necessary to strengthen sell- 
ing forces. What happened at the eastern 
agencies was repeated in all of the large 
local offices on Pacific Lines, and in- 
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arrangements for the tour with the co-chairmen James E. Leary and 
Gerald I. Murphy. The tour included stops at Carisbad Caverns, 
New Orleans, Jacksonville, Washington, D, 
Niagara Falls, Chicago and Salt Lake Cit;

formation bureaus handled an unpre- 
cedented volume of calls. 

Organized tours to California—groups 
sponsored by travel bureaus—have been 
heavily patronized. Tours handled by one 
train in previous seasons now reach SP 
lines in two and three sections, and 
smaller tour groups have increased cor- 
tespondingly, These tours plus the in- 
creased flow of regular travelers brought 
a big demand for extea equipment. In no 
time we were operating sections of our 
famous trains over all routes. On some 
routes it has been a daily occurrence. 

While we have been extremely busy 
taking care of eastern visitors and west- 
emers going east to the New York Fair, 
we have also been handling a heavy 
volume of local excursion business, par- 
ticularly from sections of California to 
San Francisco. Dozens of excursions of 
school children have been routed to 
Treasure Island. Many of the youngsters 
had never been on a train before, The 
train ride was an added thrill to them, 
and SP had an opportunity to sel! itself 
to these travelers of tomorrow. 

Of tremendous help to the Passenger 
Department in soliciting exposition 
travel business, has been the help of em- 
ployes who have been alert to turn in 
tips on any prospective passenger or 
travel groups. They have proved a potent 
factor in backing up our passenger forces 
and advertising campaign in selling the 
railroad to the general public.

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RAIL RATES TO MATCH TRUCKER 


California Railroads Will Have Rates Same 
as Highway Competitors Starting August 7 


N AUGUST 7 there will be a com- 

plete revision of class rates within 
California applicable to freight traffic 
picked up and laid down in that state, 
which will provide Southern Pacific's em- 
ploye business-getters with a forceful 
selfing point to use in their contacts with 
shipping friends. 

Under the new setup Southern Pacific 
is in a position to offer its patrons avariety 
af rates, depending on the character and 
quantity of traffic they ship. We can as- 
sure all shippers that, when they patron- 
ize our Company they will receive as low 
rates as any trucker can lawfully give. 

Recently the California Railroad Com- 
mission completed an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of rates and practices of high- 
way carriers and established a scale of 
minimum class rates for all highway 
carriers operating within the state and 
permitted the railroads to revise their 
rates to that scale. In order that they 
might be on a fully competitive basis 
Southern Pacific and other California 
railroads have published as their going 
class rates the rates fixed by the Railroad 
Commission as minimum rates for high- 
way carriers. 

‘These new rates follow the conven- 
tional rule of being governed by the long 
established railroad classification, ‘They 
are otherwise a unique departure from 
the customary method of making rates. 
The rates are based on constructive high- 
way mileage by using actual highway 
mileages, with added allowance for 
grades, curvature and unusual traffic 
congestion. 

The most unique departure is the 
making of less-than-carload aad less- 
than-truckload rates, dependent on the 
quantity shipped. Different rates are set 
up for small quantities and then for 
2,000, 4,000, 10,000 and 20,000-pound 
lots. The rates for 2,000-pound lots are 
limited to hauls of not over 100 miles. 
Rates for all other brackets are for all 
distances within the state. In addition to 
the fess-carload or less-truck load rates, 


Are You- Going to Vote? 


IX THE interest of good citizenship 
all employes who ate eligible to vote 
should make sure that they are properly 
registered.

carload and truck-load rates are provided 
for ail mileages. These truck-load and 
carload rates are subject to the classifica- 
tion carload minima, except that in no 
instance will the minimum exceed 36,000 
pounds, 

These new rates are subject to different 
minimum charges normally prevailing 
and provide for unlimited mixtures, 
split pick-ups and split deliveries subject 
to added charges. 

All Southern Pacific people should 
keep this rate situation in mind in their 
contacts with their shipping friends and 
not hesitate to assure them that except 
in unusual situations our rates for the 
transportation of most freight within the 
state of California are as favorable as 
they can get anywhere else. Urge that they 
patronize the Southern Pacific, and sug- 
gest that they contact the nearest SP agent 
for more complete information as to the 
rates which will be available on their 
particular traffic. 


First Locomotive 
On New Order 


RST of the 28 new cab-in-front 

4.8-8-2 type locomotives ordered 
Jast February, left Baldwin Locomotive 
Works at Eddystone, Pa. July 21, des- 
tined for El Paso, where it will be as- 
sembled and then continued westward 
probably in regular train service. Samuel 
M. Vauclain, chairman of the board, 
and Charles E. Brinley, president of 
Baldwin, took part in a special ceremony 
when the locomotive was turned over to 
Frank E. Russell, mechanical engineer 
for Southérn Pacific, who is located there 
during construction of the new power. 

* The scene was reminiscent of May 26, 
1922, when a solid trainload of 20 SP 
locomotives (part of an order of 50) 
moved out of Eddystone and attracted 
national acclaim as the ‘Prosperity 
Special” during its trip across the con- 
tinent to Los Angeles. In delivering the 
new 4-8-8-2 locomotive, Chairman Vau- 
clain recalled the incident of 17 years 
ago, and expressed the hope that South- 
ern Pacific was again leading the way in 
a general revival of all forms of 
business. 

In addition to the 28 oil burning loco- 
motives being built by Baldwin, the 
Lima Locomotive Works is building 12 
coal burners of the 2-8-8-4 type. These 
latter engines are of the same general 
type as the 4-8-8-2's, but have the cab 
in the conventional position in back of 
the boiler instead of in front. These coal 
burners are for service on the Rio Grande 
Division. The 40 new locomotives wiil 
cost approximately $7,250,000.

Giant Project Viewed 
From SP Car Windows 


DANE traveling over Southern 
Pacific's famed Shasta Route these 
days discover that a new thrill has been 
added to the delightful experience of 
winding through the beautiful scenery of 
the “Shasta Wonderland.” The newest 
and one of the biggest shows on earth— 
the building of Shasta Dam—is in 
ptogress, and not only do Southern 
Pacific trains provide customers with 
front row seats for the performance, but 
they actually carry them across the im- 
mense stage on which the drama is 
unfolding. 

Located near Coram, about 14 miles 
notth of Redding on the Sacramento Di- 
vision, mighty Shasta Dam will straddle 
our present main line and will create a 
great artificial lake whose waters will in- 
undate the right-of-way for approxi- 
mately 20 miles northward from the 
dam, where the line winds through the 
deep Sacramento River Canyon. 


As a consequence of the building of 
this gigantic reservoir, the railroad must 
move to a new location, and the 37-mile 
stretch of track from Redding to Delta 
will be replaced by a new 30-mile link 
situated east of the present line and at a 
greater elevation. Relocation was started 
in October 1938 and will be completed 
late in 2941. 

Meanwhile, with work at the dam site 
pressing forward, it was essential that the 
main line at that point be relocated im- 
mediately, because in so closely paralleling 
the river it hampered construction work 
at the base of the dam. The problem of 
realignment was solved by boring an 
1821-foot horseshoe type diversion tun- 
nel through the west abutment of the 
dam and joining the main line north and 
south of the dam site. The first train was 
routed through the tunnel on June 26, 
marking completion of the first major 


step in the gigantic building program. 

So, not only do passengers have an 
opportunity to travel along the bed of the 
reservoit where billions of gallons of 
water will one day be stored for the 
thirsty Sacramento and San Joaquin val- 
leys, but they enjoy the unique experience 
of passing through a section of the dam 
that will make the Central Valley Water 
Project a reality. 

‘When the new line is completed, the 
tunnel will be used to divert the river 
flow while foundation for the dam is 
being laid in the river bed. When the 
dam is finished, this tunnel will be 
permanently sealed with concrete plugs. 

The job of railroad relocation consti- 
tutes a large and notable undertaking in 
itself, and would be receiving greater 
public notice were it not for the fact 
that it is dwarfed by the much larger and 
more outstanding construction work on 
Shasta Dam. A complete description of 
both projects and a report of their prog: 
ress will be given next month. 


Operating Results for First Six Months 


Fa the six months ended June 30, 
1939, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $100,050,672, or $7,155,197 
more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1938, an increase of 8%. 

During the same period Railway Opet- 
ating Expenses were $76,463,704, or 
$1,861,623 under expenses for the same 
period of 1938, a decrease of 2%. 

After deducting tax accruals of 
$8,911,521, and act rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$5,579,854, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $9,095,593, or a 
gain of $9,069,051 compared with the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of last year. 


Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment 
trust notes in the hands of the public, and 
other fixed charges. For the five months 
ended May 31, 1939, the income from ail 
sources was not sufficient to cover the 
fixed charges, and the final result was a 
Net Loss of $4,814,230, which compares 
with a net loss of $11,810,980 for the 
first five months of 1938. No dividends 
have been paid since January, 1932. 

The final results for the six months 
period of 1939, not available as the 
Bulletin goes to press, will be shown 
next issue.

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EQUAL RIGHTS—NO SPECIAL FAVORS 


“Regulate Entire Transportation Industry, 
Not Just the Railroads,” Urges J. T. Saunders 


L EGULATION of the movement of 

commerce in general, rather than 
regulation of certain transportation agen- 
cies, should provide the Jogical remedy 
for the present inequalities under which 
the American railroads are struggling for 
existence, J. T. Saunders, vice president 
in charge of system freight trafic for 
Southern Pacific, told assembled members 
of the Associated Traffic Clubs of 
America June 27 at their annual conven- 
tion in San Francisco. 

Such regulation of commerce, he 
pointed out, would place all teansporta- 
tion agencies on a fair basis with special 
favor to none, so that each would fune- 
tion in the particular field in which it 
could provide the best service at the low- 
est true cost to the public. 

“The statistics show that in the last 15 
years the railroads have been handling a 
lesser percentage of the total traffic avail- 
able. Other agencies are handling more 
traffic in proportion to the total available 
than ever before,” Mr. Saunders stated. 
“This condition is primarily the result of 
the inability of the railroads to meet ade- 
quately their more favored competitors. 
If the effect of the Wheeler Bill now 
pending in Congress is to affect or allevi- 
ate these conditions, a long forward step 
will have been taken toward making 
available to the public at large the real 
values of railway transportation.” 


Principle of Regulation 


“The fundamental principle of trans- 
portation regulation,” Mr. Saunders ex- 
plained, “ is to insure that all patrons of 
the regulated utility shall be treated 
equally. The genesis of this concept is 
that the treatment of patrons shall be free 
from discrimination and prejudice. All 
other phases of regulatory activity are 
incidental to these main conceptions. . . . 
When the regulatory effort has been 
primarily directed toward the execution 
of these principles, that regulation has 
been successful. When collateral ideas, 
schemes and philosophies have come into 
the picture, they have almost always 
failed. The failure is undoubtedly due to 
the fact that you cannot regulate the laws 
of economics, and by now we should have 
learned that it is futile to try.” 

As an example of favoritism, Mr. 
Saunders pointed to the enormous drain 
on the general taxpayer brought about by 
the subsidizing of motor transport in the 
matter of highway construction and 
maintenance, for which the highway car- 
tiers pay only a small part of the cost 
fairly chargeable to them. 

Declaring that the railroads “have no 
quarrel with truck transportation as 
such,” and that “rail transportation is 
incomplete except between points on its 
rails,” he said that one of the things 


most needed in our present transportation 
picture “is a proper delineation of the 
field of transportation ia which the truck 
is a superior agency,” 

“There is probably no mote contro- 
versial question before the public today,” 
Mr. Saunders said in reference to ade- 
quate taxation of motor vehicles operat- 
ing in competition with other forms of 
transportation, and directed attention to 
the study made by three distinguished 
individual engineers —- Messrs. Breed, 
Downs and Older. 

“These gentlemen,” he said, “reported 
to the Association of American Railroads 
that in the year 1932 there was a de- 
ficiency in the total payments by motor 
vehicles to the annual costs of all roads 
and states properly chargeable to motor 
vehicles—and this did not include all 
costs—of $682,533,000, or about $57,- 
000,000 a month. This deficiency in the 
payments by individual motor vehicles 
ran, in the case of combination for hire 
trucks, as high as $2,047 a year. 

“The report further points out that 
while 1932 is the last year for which 
specific data is available, the preliminary 
figures for the subsequent period indi- 
cate that the conditions since 1932 have 
not been substantially changed. In other 
words, the subsidy, the deficiencies, or 
call it what you will, between that which 
motor vehicles pay and that which they 
should pay, continues to be an enormous 
figure, a drain upon the general taxpayer, 
and a substantially contributing factor to 
the difficulty confronting the railroads in 
their efforts to meet their more favorably 
treated competition, There is no subject 
in the general field of transportation 
problems that requires more vigorous 
study and search for remedy than the 
subsidy phase covered by this report.” 


Subsidy vs. Eamings 


“Subsidy is no substitute for adequate 
earnings,” said Mr. Saunders in explain- 
ing that it appears likely that we are em- 
barking upon a program of regulating 
transportation — not the agencies by 
which that transportation is performed. 
“In no instance should facilities derived 
from or supported by subsidies be de- 
veloped by or used as competitors of 
private agencies,” he declared, pointing 
out that his views do not relate to that 
field of subsidy contemplated by the pro- 
visions of the Merchant Marine Act. 

In discussing the principle of rate 
making, Mr. Saunders said: “There is a 
zone of reasonableness in rate making. 
The maximum limit is that under which 
the traffic will move... . Between the 
upper and lower margins is, and should 
be, the free field of managerial judgment. 
Management should be unrestricted in 
its power to move rates within this area

to meet competitive and other conditions 
subject to regulatory check to protect the 
basic concept that transportation rates 
must be free from discrimination and 
prejudice. The margin within the zone of 
reasonableness represents an area in 
which management should have the fair 
prerogative of pricing its own com- 
modity.”” 

“Undoubtedly, there is great need for 
more self-help in the railroad industry,” 
Mr. Saunders said in urging close co- 
operation and better understanding be- 
tween all agencies of transportation. 
“The present plight of transportation 
was not caused entirely by Government, 
noc can Government cure it in its en- 
tirety. It is important that an atmosphere 
of confidence and understanding be cre- 
ated. This must embrace the relations 
within the industry and between the in- 
dustry on the one hand and competing 
agencies of transportation on the other. 
It must, of coutse, include relations be- 
tween the industry and the shipping and 
traveling public. Appeal to Government 
should be the last resort, not the initial 
step in the settlement of controversies.” 


Railroad Safety received this 
tribute in the June Railway Engineering 
and Maintenance: “In 1938 a passenger 
was 14 times safer on a train than on a 
bus, 32 times safer on a train than on a 
regularly scheduled flight of a transport 
airplane, and 544 times safer than on all 
types of airplanes. Such a record is an 
outstanding achievement from every 
angle. It reflects credit alike on employes 
and managements. It does not just hap- 
pen but is the result of well planned, 
carefully executed operations, directed by 
menagements and performed by employes 
who ate safety-minded in every detail of 
their operations.” 


June Bridegrooms and _ recent 
newlyweds should make sure the cor- 
rect name of their beneficiary appears 
on their Group Insurance certificate, is 
the advice of A. L. Wilson, ass't auditor 
of disbursements. It is surprising, he 
says, how many persons fail to take care 
of this important matter, Marriage, death, 
divorce or birth, may require a change in 
the plans the insured employe had when 
the policy was written.

Faster Schedules 


ERVICE between San Francisco and 

Los Angeles via the San Joaquin 
Valley line was substantially improved 
August 1 with the cutting of two hours 
from the schedule of the San Joaquin 
train 52, and of one hour and 35 minutes 
from the running time of 51. Both¢are 
daytime trains. Arriving Los Angeles at 
7:35 p.m., 52 makes direct connection to 
evening trains for eastern points. 

At the same time, two new locals, 53 
and 54, were placed in service daily be- 
tween San Francisco and Fresno, serving 
stops no longer made by the through day 
trains, and making convenient connec- 
tions at Fresno with 51 and 52.
